FAIRFIELD—A group of 15 


Fairfield citizens, including three 
ministers representing three 
local churches, appeared before 
the Fairfield 
City Council 


Tuesday night to speak in op- 
position of movies shown at the 
local drive-in theater which they 
consider "immoral and in- 
decent." 


The result of the group's 


complaints was an ordinance 
passed by the council requiring 
that the screen of the drive-in be 
blocked from view.of bordering 
roads. The Texas Twin is the only 
such theater in town, though the 
name of the establishment was 
never mentioned. 


Spokesman for the alliance, 


which represented a larger goup 
of persons in the community who 
oppose movies such as those in 
question, was Rev. Thomas 
Gray, pastor of the First 
Methodist Church. 


The main complaint made by 


the alliance was that X-rated 
movies could be seen by anyone 
passing by the theater in a car. 


They asked that a fence or wall 
be built around the theater in 
order to conceal the movie screen 
from the road. 
They also 


requested that the theater owner 
be given a 60-day notice, in which 
time the fence should be erected. 


No specific length of time was 


set by which the theater must 
comply. 


Another complaint made by the 


group was that persons under the 
recommended age level for 
certain movies were often ad- 
mitted to the drive-in. The 
alliance indicated a desire to 
have something done about the 
situation. 


Fairfield City Attorney Hugh 


Reed Jr. explained certain 
regulations 
governing 
the 


showing of such movies and also 
briefly explained film ratings and 
how they are made. 


He said there is no effective 


legal remedy in Texas to prevent 
the showing of the types of 
movies the group considers of- 
fensive. He explained that before 
a movie can be declared "lurid," 
a peace officer must obtain a 
legal search warrant and then 


view the film before seizing it. A 
judge and jury must then concur 
in court that the movie should not 
be shown. 


He explained an ordinance 


passed by Grand Prairie which 
makes it illegal to show films at 
drive-ins in view of cars passing 
by because of being a "safety 
hazard." A copy of the Grand 
Prairie ordinance is being sent to 
Fairfield at the request of the city 
attorney, and he stated that the 
copy should be available for 
inspection Wednesday. This is the 
ordinance on which the Fairfield 
action would be based. 


Reed further explained that the 


ordinance requiring that the 
drive-in screen be blocked from 
view of the road was about the 
only action the council could 
legally and effectively take. What 
people pay to view of their own 
will is their business, he con- 
cluded, and the courts have 
upheld this in several cases. 


In the council's 
general 


business 'meeting, a letter was 
read by City Attorney Gray 
which he had drafted to be sent to 
apparent violaters of the town's 


livestock ordinance. The letter 
advises that violaters comply 
with the ordinance and, if they do 
not, legal action will be taken by 
the city. 


A request from a small number 


of residents to have water lines 
extended to their premises was 
considered by the council. It was 
decided that there was not suf- 
ficient money in the budget to 


allow this service, but if the in- 
dividual desired to pay for it 
themselves, the city would install 
the pipe. 


Further discussion was held on 


street repairs needed in the city, 
but action is pending more in- 
vestigation into the matter. 


All bills were paid as listed by a 


unanimous vote of the council.

facilities since it's completion in 
May, 1971. 


The complex is on the north 


shores of the company lake and 
can be reached by a private 
paved drive completely shaded 
by huge pecan trees. Public 
reservations must be made in 
advance so there will be no 
conflict. The compound is so 
designed 
that it,, may ac- 


commodate as few as 20 or more 
than 200 guests.

supervisor over the area, and 
Mrs. Alpine Holcomb is em- 
ployed as food contractor. Her co- 
workers are Mmes. Margaret 
French, Kit Rayfield, Lorraine 
Arrington and Lillian Smith.

The huge complex, which 


encompasses 10,000 covered 
square feet and a swimming pool 
with the temperature controlled 
so that it is available for year- 
round use, is surrounded by 
paved drives and walkways. The 
building proper is constructed of 
rough cedar outside with the

in 
tinted 


sheetrock and acoustic tile 
ceiling. 


Central air and heating add to 


the comfort of both workers and 
guests, as does the recessed 
lighting, A sound room for piped 
in music is an added attraction, 
along with numerous outlets for 
microphones when special en- 
tertainment is scheduled. 


The building is designed so the 


kitchen and entertainment areas 
separate the dormitories, each of 
which can accommodate 80 
persons. The east wing is alloted 
to young women while the west 
wing is set aside for boys. 


Ten showers with six rest 


rooms, complete with as many 
mirrowed laboratories, are found 
in each wing, along with beds and 
sunned mattresses. Visitors are 
required to bring their own bed 
clothing. 


Accordian doors were installed 


to insure privacy between the 
kitchen and entertainment room, 
where draw drapes can be 
opened to allow, a beautiful view 
of the wind swept lake. 


The kitchen is as modern as 


scientific experiments 
have 


proven feasible in the last several 
years. An ice maker provides a 
constant supply of ice cubes, and 
a commercial dishwasher can 
turn out a load of sterilized dishes 
in one and one half minutes. All 
utensils, cabinets and steam 
tables are of stainless steel, and 
floors are of vinyl tile. When 
large parties are in attendance, 
two lines are formed and rapidly 
served to insure a still hot and 
tasty meal. 


Mrs. Holcomb is exuberant 


over some of the groups who have 
been served. In speaking of the 
group from Houston, she said, 
"They were the sweetest bunch of 
kids you ever saw. While here, 
they worked on crafts, had 
devotionals, swam, played ball 
and hiked. Their ages ranged

league Passes 


Abandoned-Vehicle 
Removal Ordinance

TEAGUE — An ordinance was 


passed by the Teague City 
Council at their regular meeting 
Tuesday making it illegal to 
leave a vehicle on the streets or 
alley ways of Teague in excess of 
one week if the vehicle does not 
bear a current Texas registration 
tag and inspection sticker. 


In such an event, the vehicle 


will be removed and the cost of 
the removal charged to the 
registered owner of the vehicle. If 
the charge is not paid, the vehicle 
will be sold to pay for the removal 
charge. 


Anyone failing to comply with 


the ordinance will be subject to a 
fine of not less than $1 and not 
more than $200. Each vehicle 
constitutes a separate offense. 


The ordinance states that 


unoccupied and unregistered 
vehicles left in streets and alley 
ways constitute a hazard and 
endangers health and welfare. 


The ordinance calls removal of 


abandoned 
vehicles 
an 


emergency 
requiring 
a 


suspension of the rule that states 
an ordinance must be read at 
three meetings of the city 
council. The rule was declared 
suspended by the ordinance, and 
the ordinance was passed by a 
unanimous vote of the council on 
the first reading. 


Builder Clifton Johnson ap- 


peared before the council to point 
out a need for improving 13th 
Avenue, the street on which he is 
planning to build several new 
houses. 


The council explained that the 


city could not afford to black top 
the street until government help 
in funding such a project should 
become available. It was agreed, 
however, that the street be 
covered with crushed limestone 
rock and to have a grader 
"crown" the street. 


A motion to have parking 


meters removed and to have 
parking places realigned at the 
suggestion of the Texas Highway 
Department was passed by the 
council. 


Councilman H.A. Ellisor was 


appointed to contact Pete Hen- 
derson to ask his price for 
removing the parking meter 
standards. 


A request from Texaco Service 


Station owners that a portion of a 
street bordering the station be 
lowered was considered, but the 
council decided that this would 
not be a feasible job for the city. 
The council agreed to allow the 
owners of the business to lower 
the street at their own expense if 
it would be properly done. 


Bills were allowed paid as 


listed.

Unconventional Visions Assessed To Find New Energy Sources 
AT&T Antitrust Suit Charges Monopoly of Phone Equipment 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Whisk yourself into the 21st 
century. Giant windmills whirl 
offshore. Floating energy plants 
rely 
on differences in 
the 


ocean's temperature. Overhead, 
dumbbell-shaped 
spacecraft 


capture the power of the sun. 


So go the visions of scientists 


seeking to ease the nation's 
growing energy crisis as cur- 
rent, environmentally 
accept- 


able sources of energy dimin- 
ish. 


None of the proposals to cap- 


ture the force of the winds, the 
tides, tropical ocean currents 
or solar energy may prove 
practical. 
But each 
possible 


way of obtaining energy, both 
conventional 
and 
un- 


conventional by today's terms, 
is being assessed by scientists 
under Nixon administration or- 
ders to seek new sources of 
energy. 


Directing the study is the 


White House Office of Science 
and Technology to which 11 ad- 
visory panels are to report 
soon. 


The proposal to harness the 


winds envisions huge windmills 
located 10 or more miles off the 
New England and New York 
coasts and fixed atop 150-foot 
steel towers rising from sta- 
tionary floating platforms or 
anchored directly to the seabed 
of the continental shelf. 


The windmills, propelled by 


steady westerly 
winds 
that 


sweep over the Atlantic, pro- 
duce electricity that is used to 
convert ocean water into oxy- 
gen and hydrogen. The hydro- 
gen then is shipped ashore 
where it is combined in fuel 
cells with readily available oxy- 
gen in a manner that produces 
enough electricity to supply all 
of New England and New York. 
Fresh water is a by-product of 
this proposed process. 


Another scheme for produc- 


ing electricity proposes use of 
floating heat engines that are 
fed on one side by warm water 
from the Gulf Stream's surface 
and on the other side by near- 
freezing water piped upward 
from the seabed more than one- 
half mile below the surface. 


The thermal 
gradient, 
or 


sharp temperature difference 
between the two sources of wa- 
ter in the Gulf Stream, pro- 
motes the whirling of turbines 
for the production of electricity. 


As with the windmill propos- 


al, the ocean-generated 
elec- 


tricity 
is used • to 
produce 


hydrogen gas for combination 
in energy-producing fuels cells 
ashore. 


A third proposal for creating 


electricity envisions a giant, 
dumbbell-shaped 
unmanned 


spacecraft that orbits the plan- 
et at an altitude of 22,000 miles 
and remains above the same 
spot on the rotating earth. 


The satellite, equipped with a 


25-square-mile array of solar 
cells, captures the intense sun- 
light 
at 
that 
• altitude, 


transforms it into a strong elec- 
tric current and converts the 
current to radar-like 
waves 


that are beamed to earth. A 36- 
square-mile ground antenna 
picks up the radar beams 
which are converted back into 
enough electricity to supply 
large metropolitan areas. 


Still another proposal calls 


for solar farms that tap energy 
from the sun in such clear-wea- 
ther states as Arizona and New 
Mexico. 


The 
farms 
consist 
of 


thousands of acres of arid land 
covered with an array of hollow 
tubes coated with a special 
chemical film and filled with a 
heat exchange fluid. The tubes 
absorb the sun's radiation and 
retain most of it; the heat ex- 
change fluid converts the radi- 
ation to heat which is used to 
produce 
electricity-generating 


steam. 


There are these other possi- 


bilities for obtaining electricity: 


—Along coastal areas of the 


Bay of Fundy between Maine 
and Nova Scotia and along the 
coast of Alaska, huge dams 
capture high-tide waters and 
release them at low tide. 


The out-rushing water from 


these geographic points, which 
have the highest tides in North 
America, churn giant waterw- 
heels that activate electricity- 
generating turbines. 


—Still more electricity is gen- 


erated at geothermal power 
plants 
placed 
at 
strategic 


points nationwide. 


In these plants, cold water is 


pumped downward three miles 
or more into the earth's crust 
through pipes that reach pre- 
fractured areas within layers of 
intensely hot rocks. The water, 
picking up the heat, is pumped 
back to the surface where it be- 
comes steam as it emerges. 
The steam generates the elec- 
tricity. 


However exotic these propos- 


als for producing 
electricity, 


they 
have 
strong 
backers 


among some private and feder- 
al researchers and adminis- 
tration scientists say they must 
be explored on the chance one 


or another could help relieve 
energy shortages in some part 
of the nation. 


While White House scientists 


concede the proposals likely 
would not be practical before 
the next century, they say it is 
always possible research break- 
throughs could be achieved be- 
fore the year 2,000. 


The scientists list these two 


other sources of unconventional 
energy for possible earlier and 
relatively wide aplication: 


—Expanded use in the South 


of roof-top waterheaters fueled 
by solar power and, in those 
same sunny states, further use 
of solar stills for making fresh 
water from salty, brackish wa- 
ter. 


—Generating electricity from 


two forms of geothermal ener- 
gy other than the so-called hot 
rock-type that is deeply locked 
within the earth. 


These 
more 
accessible, 


though geographically less wi- 


despread, resources of geotner- 
mal 
energy 
include 
steam- 


yielding geysers and subterra- 
nean hot-water systems whose 
waters can be made to flash to 
steam if brought to the surface. 


The geyser fields of Northern 


California are the major known 
domestic source of geyser ener- 
gy. Power plants of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. began 
generating electricity at the 
field in 1960. The combined out- 
put is still modest, much less 


than a single 1000 megawatt a 
conventional power plant pro- 
duces. 


But scientists say there's a 


potential for further extensive 
tapping of this resource. 


The more widespread hot wa- 


ter systems are believed to ex- 
ist nationwide, most abundantly 
in the 11 western states and 
Alaska and within special sub- 
surface formations along the 
Gulf of Mexico from the Rio 
Grande to eastern Mississippi. 


While these systems 
have 


been tapped for home heating 
in a few locations, such as 
towns in Idaho and Oregon, 
none so far has been tapped as 
a source of electricity. 


The government's National 


Science Foundation is actively 
supporting 
research 
in 
this 


field. 


NSF scientists also are as- 


sessing the sea-going windmill 
concept, the proposal of Dr. 
William E. Heronemuu, a pro- 


fessor of civil engineering at 
the University of Massachusetts 
in Amherst. 


Heronemus envisions placing 


"barrages 
of wind stations 


across the prevailing westerlies 
in the Gulf of Maine-Georges 
Bank area of the continental 
shelf." 


From Georges Bank to Nan- 


tucket and on down to the New 
York Shoals, about 80 windmill 
towers would be deployed, each 
at least 150 feet high, to catch 


the wind. 


The girder-like, kite-shaped 


towers each 
would 
support 


three torpedo-shaped turbines 
equipped 
with 
big whirling 


blades. 


Towers would be arranged in 


widely separated units of four 
towers each, with individual 
towers deployed about a quar- 
ter of a mile apart in a circle 
about 3V2 miles in diameter.

customers and businesses. 


The defendants include the 


parent firm of AT&T and all its 
Bell System companies in the 
nation, as well as the Western 
Electric 
Company—Bell's 


equipment 
manufacturing 


subsidiary. 


The plaintiffs claim the Bell 


System companies have con- 


spired to maintain a monopoly by 
a series of alledgedly unfair and 
discriminatory business prac- 
tices. 


The suit alleges these have 


included discrimination in ser- 
vice and 
treatment 
given 


customers who buy or lease their 
own equipment from the plain- 
tiffs. 


Said Warfield in a statement: 


"It is like the local electric 
company controlling all of the 
light bulbs and lighting fixtures. 
To use their services, you would 


be forced to buy or rent their 
equipment." 


The suit was filed by Nor-

He was shot down ., 
Aug. 15, 1964 over the Gulf of 
Tonkin. 


Mrs. Alvarez originally filed 


for dissolution of marriage in 
Alameda Superior Court in July, 
1970, 
court records showed. 


However, his sister, Delia, of 
Santa Clara, Calif., said the 
matter was not made public for 
many reasons and because of 
legal complications the divorce 
has not been completed. 


"We wanted to get the word to 


my brother in a letter, before he 
heard about it from the press or 
someone else," Delia Alvarez 
said. She said she and Alvarez' 
parents notified him in a letter 
and it took about six months for 
him to acknowledge it by return 
mail. 


Tangee Alvarez was not 


available for comment. Her 
attorney, Myron Tower, said 
complications about how Alvarez 
was to be notified legally of the 
dissolution petition have delayed 
court hearings in the matter.

The Valley Farm northeast of 


Chatfield along the banks of the 
Trinity River is one of the out- 
standing beef cattle producers of 
the area. The ranch, owned and 
operated by W.D. Dickson and 
Jim Bain, is managed to insure 
top quality and top profits on the 
beef markets. 


A trip to the Valley Farm 


Friday morning with county 
livestock specialist Ed Fugger 
revealed hundreds of rolling 
acres of good grazing and, 
naturally, hundreds of fat steers 
and sleek heifers. One hundred 
and sixty of those heifers were 
being loaded Friday morning 
onto double decker trucks headed 
for feed lots on the high plains of 
the Texas Panhandle. 


Each of the heifers has gone 


through a carefully planned 
program of feeding and health 
care. This program is known as 
"pre-conditioning" by those in 
the business. Before the cattle 
are placed on a pasture, they are 
vaccinated for "Blacklet" and 
"Lepto" and also wormed, 
dehorned and treated for grubs. 


Then, two to three weeks prior 


to shipping, and after the animals 
have been at pasture for five 
months, they are vaccinated for 
"IBR, BVD, PI-3 and 4-Way 
Blackleg." They are then placed 
in an area where they learn to eat 
from troughs for two weeks. 
Here, the heifers are fed grain 
and solid mixtures. 


The purpose of the vaccinations 


is to build up immunities in the 
herd before they're subjected to 
the stress of shipping and the new 
environment of the feed lot. 


head or an average gain of about 
87 pounds per head. 


Steers were weaned as well as 


the heifers, but they are being 
allowed more time in the pasture 
to gain more weight before the 
next shipment. The steers have 
also been given a number of 
growth hormone implants to 


further stimulate a rapid weight 
increase. 


The 141 steers now on pasture 


at the Valley Farm will be 
shipped to the feed lot in another 
month or month and a half. The 
chain of pasturing, feeding, 
health care and shipping will then 
start anew.
